FROM HAVANA.

Slat Trade Brithli Squadron for the Fulling Grounds,
Havana, April 19. The American Consul Judge

Sharkey, who resigned his place last month, has
been informed by the President, through a friend
at Washington, that he would be relieved from fur-

ther duty on the 1st of June, agreeably to his re-
quest There is much anxiety to know the suc-
cessor.

The British steamer Devastation left here a few
t evenings since for the Fishing Grounds, and is one

of a large number of vessels which the British Gov
ernment has ordered to. the coast This was the
vessel (not the Buzzard) which fired at the Ameri-
can ship Harriet, and boarded her the other day,
j.iib .uriusn consul, Mr. urawioru, wno is very
popular among ins countrymen here, and a very ef-

ficient officer, has been a good deal disturbed by
the complaints of the Americans here against the
British steamers for overhauling our vessels. Last
week he visited the American Consul (who has not
only taken very high American grounds against
both the right of search and the right of visit, but
who has written and made known his opinions at
Uie request ot American Captains) for the purpose
of ascertaining the extent and character of the com
plaints. He was accompanied by Captain Camp-
bell, who commands the Devastation, and who fired

- into the Harriet. He denied the spirit and intent of
some ot tlie testimony of Captain Otis, without,
however, " refuting the main facts of firing several
times at the vessel. But he did not fire, he says
after the American flag was visible. He boarded
the ship in person, however, accompanied by one of
his miusmpmeu. captain uus, nesays, treated
him with all proper politeness, invited him below,
when he, Captain Campbell, asked to see the ship
and the ship's papers, which Captain Otis permitted.
This he denies to be an act of search, and claims
that it was merely the right of visit, which he, and
the British Government he represents, regarded as
distinct and refused to surrender.

Captain Campbel, from all accounts, is a spirited
and imprudent officer, and he goes from this point
of contest to the Fishing Grounds, where he is like-

ly to add to the difficulties he may have created
here. As Congress refused to advise the President
to do aught to remove the causes of difficulty found
in existing treaties, there is danger of a repetition of
the scenes and seizures of last summer.

The Buzzard came into Port on Sunday morning
with a small rackish looking schooner in tow which
she found in one of the Bays on the coast She
was a slaver, but the birds had flown and been long
released from their horrible confinement when the
vessel was discovered. k. n.

The woman, after
committing the homicide, went and delivered her-
self up to tlie police authorities of this District Her
statement is, that when Taylor got into bed he had
in his hand a knife, and he said, addressing her,
:,d n you, you shall never get out of this bed again

I intend to kill you 1" With this, she goes on to
tell how he drew the knife and undertook to stab
her, and that she wrested the. knife from his hand
and succeeded in quieting him by stabbing him a
number times.

To Bring tiie Dhownkd to Life. Immediately
as the body is removed from the water, press the
chest, suddenly and forcibly, downward and back-
ward, and instantly discontinue the pressure.

this without interruption, until a pair of com-
mon bellows can be procured.

troduce the nozzle well upon the base of the tongue.
Surround the mouth with a towel or handkerchief
and close it Direct a bj'stander to press firmly up-
on the projecting part of the neck called Adam's
apple and use the bellows actively. Then press
upon the chest to expel the air from the lung?; to
imitate natural breathing. Continue this, at least
an hour, until signs of natural breathing come on.
"Wrap the body in blankets, place it near a fire, and
do everything to preserve the natural warmth, as
well as to impart an artificial heat, if possible.
Everything, however, is secondary to inflating the
lungs. Send for a medical man immediately.

"WORDS vs. ACTIONS.

Thu whig editors are trying to up" their
courage. A few of them make light of Johnson's
nomination, and declare that it is the weakest that
could liavJi&J. Like the poor fellow in the
deluge, they don't think it "much of a shower, no
how." The Banner thinks it admirably adapted to
draw out whig votes, while other whig prints whis
tie very loud and look very superstitious as they
pass it by. Now, gentlemen, we know you are
putting on airs. We know you are forcing a laugh,
when you would much rather cry. Your words
and your acts don't correspond. One or the other
must be insincere, and as it is generally conceded
that "actions speak louder than-words,- " we believe
your professions in this instance to be all hollow
and heartless. If you really believe Jounson to be
so weak if you really think he has "an extraordi
nary capacity for drawing out whig votes, n tvhy
did you, in your famous Henry-mande-r, endeavor
to bury him under such a tremendous whig ma
jority? If he possesses this wonderful faculty of
drawiug out whig votes against him, why waste so
much whig strength on his district? In Johnson's
district, the Henry-mand- er secures for the whigs a
majority fourteen hundred and fifty, while in the
other two districts in East Tennessee the whig ma

The Washing and Bathino Establishment. A
year ago a washing and bathing establishment for
the poor was opened in Mott street, New York-- It

involved an investment of $42,000 and had ac
commodations for G3 washers and 53 bathers at a
time. After a year's experience, we are furnished
with some of the results. The plan is to put the
priccof the accommodations at the lowest possible
figure that will render the establishment a self-su-s

taining one well patronized. During June, July,
and August the total number was 30,600; the largest
number on any one week was that ending June
19th. when 4,670 bathers were admitted; and tlie

average weekly number was over three thousand
The whole income from bathers and --washers for

three months was 2,136; being an average of $178

a week for three months. The present sea?on opens,

it is said, very favorably, the number of bathers
during a single day having already reached 763,
against 1,147, the highest number last season.

A simple fire annihilator, for domestic use,
is described in the Troy Budget by an insurance
agent of that city. Hear, and save your houses :

Why will not people avail themselves of mod-
ern discoveries, to save their property from fire.
A package of two or three pounds of sulphur, dis-
posed of it in such a manner as to be amongst the
first things to burn, or at hand, to. be thrown into
the fire soon after its commencement, before air
rushes into tho building, will arrest the fire as sure-
ly as water; and is better than water, when var-
nishes or resinous gums are burning.

Oxygen and sulphur have so strong an affinity,
that in the combustion of sulphur, the oxygen of
the atmosphere is converted into sulphurous acid
gas, at which point fire is arrested.

I tested this principle and thereby saved my
property some years since, an account of which I
gave through your columns at the time. It is im-

possible to conceive how much human suffering
might have been averted had that suggestion been
attended to by boat and ship owners. I never
read the account of the terrible loss of human life
on board our ships and steamers without thinking
that they might have been saved by a package of
brimstone in the fire-roo-

Resolved, That the democracy af Henry county, will, by a
handsome increase over the majority they gave Franklin
Pierce, show the enthusiasm with which they rally to the
support of Axduew Jouxsox.

The resolutions having beeu seconded, the Hon Ishau G
Hakkis rose, and advocated their adoption in an animated
aud eloquent speech. He said that Axoiiew Jouxso.v had
now served the country for fourteen years in a public capacity
with distinguished ability. During part of that time, he had
served with him in Congress, had been a close observer of
